Ice Admiral Allemonde wrote the following 
Letter to Mr. Secretary Fagel, from on 
- Board the Liberty before Barcelona , 
October 21. 1705. 


T HE 14th Inftant I had the Honour to fenda 
Letter to you by the Rear Admirals Vander Duf- 
fen 2nd ong. About Noon, foon after they Sail’d, 
I was inform’d that Don Francifco de Velafco had 
given Order that Morning for the Garrifon to be 
ready, aud the Horfe were actually mounted, to 
march out by Noon; but an Exprefs — with 
the News that Gironne had furrendred , {fo that 
there remain’d no Place mention’d in the Capitulati- 
on for him and bis Garrifon to retire to, he caus'd 
his Horfe to difmount agen, defigning to agree with 
the Earl of Peterborough whither to go, the Capi- 
tulation importing that if the Places nam’d in it 
fhould be in the Hands of the Allies, he and his Gar- 
rifon fhould be conducted to fome other convenient 
Place. In the meantime, partof the Burghers, by 
whom he is extremely hated, having often defir'd 
him in vain to fet at Liberty their Comrades that he 
had imprifon’d, drew together, and being affifted by 
fevetal hundred Miquelets that had entred at the 
Breach, broke open the Prifon; and caus’d the 
alarm Bells to be rung out: Upon this the Horfe 
mounted agen, and with fome Foot of the Garrifon, 
charg’d the Burgers; fome were kill’d on each 
fide ; they parted; the Burghers fet open one Gate, 
and the Soldiers another, and both cryed out to onr 
Troops to enter to appeafe the Tumult, Towards 
Evening our Troops march’d. in in good Order, and 
made all quiec: But during the Commotion, 

Miquelets that were without the Town, obferving 
. the Baggage of the Garrifon was carrying out with 
great Diligence to the Englifh and Dutch Shallops to 
be embark’d on the Tranfport Ships, took Occafion 


to fall ro plundering ; and made Booty of all they 


found without the Place, about the Mole and on 
the Strand. Don Francifco de Velafeo, with his 
trufet Piends, took Sanétuary in a Monaftery ; 
ere ‘then it wes dark, at bis own Requeft, wascar- 
ried on Rorrd Sir Cloudfly Shovel, and with him 
f ‘ Officers and Neapolitan Noblemen. 

~ the Cartifon, which confiffed of about 
seco took Service under King Charles II; 
the Cavalyy fold their Horfes; and thofe that re- 
main’d, to embark and go with Don Francifco de 
Velaico, were about 800. The 15th the Prince of 
Lichtenftein communicated to me, in his Catholick 
Majefty’s Name, the taking of Terragona ; the Gar- 
tifon, confifting of 250 Foor and 180 Horfe, being 
fore’d by the Burghers ro yield themfelves Prifoners 
of War, after 3 Bombs had been thrown in among 
them and a few Cannon fhor fir'd. Thus all Cata- 
lonia, Rofes excepted, being in our Hands, King 
Charles [1] was on the 16th proclaim’d in Barcelona 
Duke of Catalooia with proper Ceremony, and the 
like is to be done in the other chief Towns. Ic 
blew -fo -hard from the 15th to the 18ch, that the 
forefaid remainder of the Enemy's Garrifon could 
not be ferch’d on board by the Boats till that Day ; 
till when our Froops wete oblig’d ro guard them in 
the Churches from the Fury of the Burghers. They 
are to be fer afhore at Malaga, with the Baggage and 
Cannon granted by the Capitulation. The ‘rgth ic 
was agreed in a Council of War_ held at the King’s 
Defire, to fugnith his Majefty with all the Powder 


that could be {par'd from the Ships, to enable him 
the better to maintain and purfue his Succeffes. The 
Englith have left 80 Cannon here, over and above 
their Share. It was afterwards refolv'’d, at his Ca- 
tholick Majefty’s Defire, thac Admiral Leake and 
Baron Waffenaer fhould endeavour before they went 
out of the Streights for Lisbon. to make an Attempt 
upon Majorca, andif that Ifland thould declare for 
King Charles III, to leave 800 Men for'its Defence. 
The reft of the Fleet will Sail from hence the 23d 
Wind and Weather permitting: The Ships I shall 
bring home with me, are the Hoilandia, the Liber- 
ty, the Reigersbergen, and the Deventer. The Am- 
munition I have furnith’d from the States Ships, to 
the Siege of Barcelona and for ftoring Magazines in 
it, is, 4010 Cannon Balls 24 Pounders, 9400 ditto 
bs Pounders, and 159 thoufand Weight of Pow- 
er. 4 ; 

From the Paris Gazette, dated December 19. 

Madrid, December 4. The King has caus’d aDe- 
cree to be publifh’d, by which he orders publick 
Prayers to be made throughout his Dominions ‘for 
god Succefs to his Arms. Laft Week his Catholick 
Majefty went to fee the Troops that pafs’d this Way 
towards Catalonia, and found them in a good Con- 
dition. Moft of the French Troops that were in 
Eftramadura have pafs'd this Way for Arragon-: Whi. 
ther 14 Pieces of Cannon, 3 Mortars, and a great 
Quantity of Ammunition were fent the 29th of laft 
Month. Letters from Saragoffa of the 27th of No- 
vember, advife, that the Count de Sant IRevan de 
Gormaz had taken Poffeffion of the Viceroythip of 
Arragon, to the general Satisfaction of the People. 
The Troops and Inhabitants in the Mountains con- 
tinue to purfue the Miquelets and other Rebels with 
fo great Vigour, that their Parties which formerly 
often came down and ravag'd the level Country are 
almoft intirely difpers’d. Don Antonio d’ Amezaga 
is made Governour of Balbaftro, and the fame Day 
he took Poffeffion of that Government a ftrong Par- 
ty of Rebels appear’d near Cinca. He fent againft 
them a Detachment of Horfe, who pading the River 
at a Ford, totally defeated them, killing 103 on the 
Place, and taking 18 Prifoners, among them 3 of 
their Leaders. A greater Number of them advanc’d 


to Mequinenza, hoping to enter it again by Surprize: | 


A Detachment of Irifh Dragoons with fome other 
Troops atrack’d them fo vigoroufly, that after 
great Lofs they were oblig’d to fy. Don Miguel 
Fons Goverfiour of Alcanniz having Intelligence one 
of their Troops was at Val de Algorfa, fent 40 Dra- 
goons thither, who difmounting forc’d them though 
pofted on a Ground of difficult Accets, kill’d 50 and 
difpers’d the reft. Wa have Intelligence, that .the 
Englith and Dutch Fleet having been 37 Days a 
doubling Cape de Gata, by Reafon of contrary 
Winds, fet afhore near Almeria the 22d of laft 
Month Don Francifco de Velafco, with about zc0o 
Men that came out of Barcelona with him, who 
had fuffer’d' excremely, not only by the Storms, bur 
by ill Ufage: The Englith taking from them all they 
had, notwithftanding the Capitulation. The 25th 
roo other Perfons, among them the Durchefs of Fo- 
poli, were landed at Malaga. The Archduke had 
caus'd x Regiments to be furm’d out of the Rebels 
of the Plain of Vich, hoping by difcipline to ren- 
der them more ferviceable, and augment his Troops 
whofe Number is not confiderable. fle hadchofen

draw more of them into his Service. 
bels declar’d to him tumulmoufly, that: 
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be commanded by-mone but their Comrades. He 
order’d 2000 Englifh ro march againft them to com- 

el them to Obedience, but they refus’d to ir, al- 
ledaing their Orders were not to march out of the 
Place. So the Archduke was forc’d co approve the 
Collonels the Rebels had chofen, one of which is a 
Brazier, the other a Taylor. The Englith and Dutch 
have made Stables in feveral Churches, having no 
régard ro the Capitulation for preferving Places fa- 
cred ; and they perform their divine Service in the 
Jefuites Church. The Bithop of ortola has retir'd 
with his Family into the Kingdom of Valencia. 600 
Head of Cartie, and a Bark Jaden with Meal, fent 
to fuccour the Rebels in Denia, have been fiez'd. A 
French Man of War has taken off the Groyne 3 
Veifels laden with Powder, and a Duich Ship of 30 
Guns that Convoy’d them. : 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated December 18. 

Perpignan, December 2. The Earl of Peterborough 
having form’d a Defign againft Rofes, eutrufted the 
Management of it to the Town Major, who engag’d 
Simielf in the Enemy’s Intereft about a Month ago, 
and who brought over to his Purpofe the Majox of 
the Neapolitan Regiment of Caftel Ayrold. Bur 
this Defign being dilcover'd, feveral Neapolitan Sol- 
diers with their Major have been fiez’d and carnied 
to Collioure. The Place isat prefent gaarded by 
French, and more will be {ent chither for us greater 
Security. ’Tis reported that the 22d of laft Month, 
when Rejoycings were made for the Reduction af 
Caralonia to the Obediecce cf King Charles III, 
there were found ia the Palace 4 Men arm’c, which 
gave Occaiion to a Sufpicion of a Plot upon bis Ma- 
jefty’s Life; thar thereupon there was a great Up-. 
roar in the City, in which feveral Perfuns who were 
reputed to be difaffected were kill’d, and ochers 
were imprifon’d. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. 22. 

Perpignan, Dec. 4. The Major of the Neapolitan 
Regiment who undertook to deliver Roles into the 
bands of the Enemy, is brought hicher and put in 
Prifon: He has confefs'd the whole Defign, and nam’d 
the Officers that were in it with him. Monfieur de 
Quinfon our Governour, who had Intelligence of this 
Confpiracy, fent 2 Letters to the Governour of Rofes, 
one by Land the other by Sea, to acquaint him with 
it. The Governour receiv'd them ; but was before 
inform’d of the whole Matter by a French Officer and: 
a Grenadicr, who had pretendedly been forward to 
engage in the Confpiracy. The Major had appoint- 
ed a Day for drawing the Neapolitan Regiment toge- 
ther, on Pretence of exercifing them: 4 Officers and 
300 Soldiers were of bis Party, and were to put to 
the Sword chofe that would not joyn them, and alfo 
the Goverrour. But the Governour being made ac- 
quainted wich the Plot, went to the Place where the 
Regiment was drawn together, and when he faw 
them begin to exercife, he commanded them to 
ground their Arms, and then to quit them and march 
off the ground to a little diflance 5 at that Momenr 
he caus’d their Arms to be fiez’d by 100 Men whom 
he had inftrnéted what to do, and who came into 
the Town with 2 Convoy of Provifions : Thofe thar 
were culpable were imprifon'd. The 4 Officers thar 
were bringing hither in another Tartan befides that 
which brought che Major, are not yet arriv’d, and ‘tis 
fear'd are failep into the Eremy’s Hands. The Duke 
of Caftel Ayroldi had no Hand in this Confpiracy of 
his Regiment. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 22... 

Paris, Dec. +4. The King has nominated the Duke 
de Noailles cocommand the Army that is to be 
forrh’d in Rouffillon. “Advice is come to- Court by 
an Exprefs from Madrid, that his Ca:holick Majefty 
would fer ont from thence for Saragoffa the 7th In- 
ftant. Some private Letters from thence fay, thatthe 
Grandees having been prefs'd to give each their Ad- 
vice to hig Majefty in Writing, whar they thought 
beft to be done in the prefent Juncture, they all de- 
clar’d that the beft Advice they could give him was 
to remove the Caufe of the Nation’s Difcontent ; 
and that to that end he fliould difmifs his French Mi- 
nifters, lay afide his French Maxims of Government,
